You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said 
Candia on Tuesday, the eighth day of March next, at nine 
of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following sub- 
jects: 


1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make ap- 
propriations of the same. 


3. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
for Memorial Day. 


4. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
for Old Home Day. 


5. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
for Smyth Public Library. 


6. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
for roads and bridges. 


7. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
as recommended by the New Hampshire Highway Depart- 
ment, 
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8. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum 
of money sufficient to maintain electric lights for the en- 
suing year. 


9. To see if the town will vote to allow a discount on 
early payment of taxes, and if so, to fix the time and rate. 


10. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of five hundred dollars ($500.00) a year to pay 
on long term notes. 


11. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of two hundred dollars ($200.00) for white pine blister 
rust control, to be spent in co-operation with the State 
Forestry Department. 


12. To see if the town will vote to authorize the select- 
men and town treasurer to negotiate temporary loans to 
meet liabilities, in anticipation of taxes, to be redeemed 
from money received from taxes during the current year.
